Attempt of Burglars to Steal the “Web-
ster Plate.”

A bold and partially succesaful robbery was
commitied in Bouthboro on Bunday night, in
the house of Captain Samue! Appleton, a grand-
son of Daniel Webster. It bas been sowme whit

'm“la known that the family plate of
ﬁmirl ebsler bas been for some time 1o the
possession of Captain Appleton, and abvout one
year ngo n desperate atrempt was made to get

vssession of it and other wvaluables in his
ywouge. The robbere utterly feiled. however,
a¢ Lheir entrapce {o the house was quiskly

discovered by Caplain Appleton, who shot one
of them and procared the arrest of botb.
On Sunday night Captain Appleton returned to
hi« house from & temporary absence, abount 11
o'clock, and =oon after retived, He was
aroused from a partial sleep not long after by
noiees down stairs wkich appeared suspicious,
Thinkivg that all was not right, he arose and
pardially dreczed, and descended from his cham-
ber with & kerozene lamp o his hand. e

Ag he reached the Lull below he looked
through the door, which was t|lam'tinlly open,
into his Yibrary, and saw that his papers were
strewn mround the floor of the room, Befors
he had time to enter the library, the outer front
door opened from some chuse, and the light was
extingnished by the wind. Couvinced that the
bouse had been entered by robbers, he went
immediately back to his chamber and armed
himeelt with his pistol, which was a |
gingle-barrelled ove, and went down agsin, this
time without a light, mnd proceeded to his
dining-room. As he was entering the room his
fool tripped ngainst something, alierwards
found to be u deawer, which had been ransacked
and then thrown there, and he wag pitched for-
ward upon his face. In falling his pistol ex-
ploded, the ball entering Lhe Hoor. Im the light
of the flash of the explogion he saw the forms of
two men, who immediately jumped upon bim,
perzing bim by the throatf, choking and beat-
ing him until Le became insensible, and re-
muined so for two hours,

Captain Appleton thinks he retained con-
sclousness for nearly ten minntes, during which
time he was severely brolsed in the face and
body in & number of places, but meanwhile
succeeding in making outcries sufficient to
arouse other members of the family, and to
alarm the robbers, so that they hastily fled, car-
rying away, ns the entire result of their work,
two one thousand dollar United States 7:30
notes, An examination of the house showed
that nearly every room below stairs bad been
thoroughly ransacked, bureaus opened and
cemptied of their contents, and nearly all the
silver-ware and valuables in those rooms piled
together upon a shawl of Mis. Appleton’s,
spread upon the floor, preparatory to their de-
psﬁnm, which was doubtless soon to have been
made.

An examination ol the windows showed that
the robbers had effected an entrance by cutting
the glass of one of the windows, and then un-
fastening and opening it, Cup{.nin Appleton,
although weverely bruised, i not seriously
iniured, and feels the logs of the money taken
as of rlight value compared with this second
successiul defense of & most valued helrloom, Lo
adaltion to other valuables., As yel the robbers
have been guceessful in eludinﬁ: detection.

Captain Appleton had sold his farm a day or
two previous to the robbery, and tlhere is ever
reason 10 believe that the men who committec
the .robbery knew of it. It appears that the
work was done systematically, as It was dis-
covered t(hat they had previouely broken into
the stuble and got the horee and carringe réudy
to assist them in escaping with the plander,
which they fortunarely were hindered from
carrying away,—Boston Jowrnal,

The cable despatches anmounced that the
King-Uonsort of Spain bad been exiled, and
now we have the cause of this strunge action
by sleamer, It appenrs that Don Francisco, the

mg-Consort of Spai,, has taken a great fancy
10 & oertain tenor of the opera at Madrid, and
has made vehement efflorts to get him ereated
duke and grandee of Spsin. At the last Coun-
¢il ol State the matter was brought forward for
the third time, when the Ministry peremptorily
retused to comply with the wish of Don Fran-
oisco, and the Quecn showed by her gllence that
she lully sgreed with their decision.

On this the King-Consort broke out into the
most violent rage, and “‘apostrophized in the
mo#t offensive terms" the churacters of Murshal
Narvalz, Senor Martorl, the Civll Governor
of Madrid, and avether Minister, accusing them
of the grossest public and xﬂvl&e immorality,
The Ministers retalinted, and the Queen sat b
unmoved while the charncter of her husban
was lorn to tatters. The end of the matter was
that he was ordered to retire to the Castle of
Prado, there to remain under arrest for the pre-
sent, while s profege and intimate friend was
marched off to the lrontier by o file ol gen-
darmes,

The Mextean Revelution—Gen, Marqguer
Places the Capital Under Martial Law-—

Mexico City, February 6.-This moraing the
French troops, after remaining all nlght at
Piedad, In the suburba of Lhe eltv, withdrew to
Ayotin, three or four leagnes off, The French
garrison was withdrawn from the olwadel, and
the entire clty passed into Lhe hands of the Im-
perinlints, or, more properly spesking, the
church party, for irpperialism no longer exiats
but o npme,. Simulmneonsly General Marques
issued the two proclamations subjoined, virs
taally placing the elty under the strlotest form

It will be massed in the
Alameds, and the Marsbal (Bagaine) and Gene-
ral Castienau will place themselves at the heud
of the troops, and they will traverse the whole
clty with bunners fiying, not obscurely, but at
1 o'clock in the afternoon, befors the eyes of
the wholé assembled population, The Emperor
(Napoleon) haaprohibited that they depart as it
chased, and theretore the Marshal wiil depart
with grand eclat.
